KIKAN,aal Major Ganaral XACSSA Sadaakl. 

Major Oaaaral, Japanaaa Znfmtix, at tha tiaw of hla laadarah^ of tha 
RAN OUN U93S-I942). Ra tiaa later alavatad to Uaittaoant Qanaral and sarvad 
froai 1942 onaard prlaBurllx in nilltaix eooaanda, W/iCHI had had aangr paara in China, 
and waa quite flnent in tha Chinaaa langaafa, and olaiwd to be on food tama with 
nangr faigh>rankgin( Cfaungkii« figuraa in the Chinaaa Nationaliat ra^aa. For tbaaa 
raaaona, not be raaaon of aiv intaliiganoa oocparianea, ha waa ordered in 193S to fom 
tha RAN (Qrohid) KUUN, with tha objaetiva of aaerat politioal operations to subvert 
tha Chungking forariasnt and slaultanaoualp to procure aHitarp inforaatiMi eonoamiac 
Chungkiaf* Uhan ilACHI had bean in Kwangsi ouch earlier, ha had fotraad a olosa 
1 1 oonnaotion with LI Taung>jan and PAZ Chung-hai, laadara of tha later "Kwangai 
' Clique", Hia priaa operations ware aioMd at subversion and dafaotion of tbaaa 
individuals, whish ha clainad would onlp be a natter of tine, WACHI often boasted 
that thair friandship and lofaltp toward hin was verr graet and LI and PAI apparently 
played along with hin a bit. Actually, sourea ( C ' u indiectas that tha 

ganaral eonsansua of opinion was that tha two CMnasa leaders, who had a vary 
influential and almost autonomous position in South China, really dislikad WACHI 
intanaaly avan though ha did not raalisa it. Zn any avant, ha navar sueeaadad in 
dafaoting than. 

WACHI't RAN KIKAN, in ooobrast to the UMS KIKAN, produced vaiy few raporta, and 
although WACHI la not baliavod to hava boan dishonoat, ha w-ts eonaidaiud in the 
Shanghai area to bo eou,ilataly unfit for intolliganeo work. Tho IAN K1K4N rsoainad 
auall throui^oat ita rather non-produeiiva history, WACHI was a elasaaata of KABSA 
at Any Offieors* Sohool, and thair paraonal relations wars always good axoapt for 
oceactonal profossional antanglaajsnt?. Soureo mat WACHI oeoasionally during hia 
Shanghai tfw of duty and waa and ia on good tome with him. Sourea likaa WiCHI 
but doaa not think nueh of hit ability. Sourea flrat net WACHI in a profasaional 
oapaolty about tha and of 1939. Sourea had rounded up a nuribar of elandoatina radio 
operators in tha ^langhai area who had baan under auapieion for aoaia time, jailed than, 
and prepared to intwrogata them.

running uhst radio oparatora! latai^ ahan WACHI uowad off inot the Hanbow area, 
as ha did aavaral tiaaa, ha sat up a larga aign at hia billet in Hangkow reading 
"WACHI BtITAZ HQ"} visiters antarii^ aaw tha aminant najor ganaral and one ahllatad 
elarkl Moat of WACHI 'a few aubordinataa ware eiviliana, soma of whom ware reputed to 
be ,uito able. 

Aa tha above anacdotaa iUuatrlAa, WaCHI waa a vary Inaaours parson for intoll Iganoa 
work, and apiwrontly had fmr elaar idaas of axaetly what ha waa aftar. Ha fToquantly 
boeama vary uothoaiaMie about a pro jaet advanoad by a aubordinato, approved it, and 
than forgot eomplotoly what it was or why ha had wanted it. Aa a result, WACHI'a 
projaota ware often vary numaroua, but few of them aver ware followed throu|^ to 
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logieiA MHl necMsfttl eonelusion, Hi» thinkinf wm n^id, tntbuijwtle, and 
«cal«, bat b* ooaU n»v«r wait for rawl|a and bardOy raeogniiad eooaon ordinaij 
intalligMiDa Infwition aa a Horthwhila ramlt • BIO thinga had to happaii, aad 
QDICKLT to suit Tba faw aueeoaaaa aehiavad cn a aorkinc laoal tha RAN KIKAM 
wara p>i»rl]jr doa to aubordinakaa and in apLta of MACNI.
